Although for disinfecting superficial 
wounds and for sterilizing the skin be 
' fere operations surgeons have long re- 
| garded tedine.us.one of the most useful 
-antisepties, they have been unable-to 
find a practical way of using tt in liquid 
| form in deep wounds. Dr. Louge of 
' Marseilles, France, has devised a meth- 
o@ of producing todine fumes and has | 
used them successfully in treating all 
kinds.of wounds. He dips the end of a 
| plece of cotton in iodoform powder and 
then lights the cotton at a point where 
it is free from powder. The fumes of 
fodine that at once rise can elther be 
applied directly tothe affected part or 
collected in a jar and applied by means 
of a syringe. The effect of the fumes 
fs both deodorant and soothing. They 
have been especially useful in the treat- 
ment of abscesses, cancers and similar 
affectious.—Youth's Companion

Benefite That Come From High Pro 
ducing Dairy Cattle. 

There is plenty of work on the farm. 
There is, in fact, too much. No farmer 
fs anxious or willing to do work which 
oes not count f@ some profit or prog- 
ress, Much work fs done tn the dairy 
with little profit to show, all on account 

of the lack of knowledge as to the 
productive ability of the different cows 
jin the herd, It has long been our be- 
lief that one-half of the cows milked 
on 90 per cent of Kansas farms would, 
| if well fed and properly cared for, yield 
| more profit than the whole herd as 
maintained under present conditions. 
Would {t not be gratifying if you could 
milk half the number of cows and by 
little better care of this number real- 
ize more profit than from the whole 
herd as kept heretofore? We know of 
a number of instances in which the 
ecales and the Babcock test have been 
applied to the herd with the result in- 
dicated above. It was gratifying to 
these farmers to know that they could 
reduce the work and the herd one-half 
and have more money. In no instance 
known to us, however, has the farmer | 
been satisfied with the reduction of the 
herd 50 per cent. He bas at once pro» 
ceeded to build. the herd up to the | 
original number by placing good cows 
{n the stalls of those discarded.—Kan- 
sas [‘armer.

Children Sold Into Slavery 


Did you know that the selling of 
children into actual slavery still exists 
as a recognized. institution in a civil- 
ized community? 


The slavery referred to is a practice 
at Friedrichshafen, on the Lake of 
Constancs. where there is an annual 
market for children. They are sold 
outright ty their parents to peasant 
farmers from Wurtemberg, Baden, and 
Bavaria, for a season’s work on the 
farms. Here are seen boys and 
girls from eleven years of age to six- 
\een—children, for the most part, of 
Tyrolese woodsmen who are driven 
by sheer destitution to send their off- 
spring to work for the farmers and re- 
ceive the money for them, 

The children are gathered together 
under tho care of a priest.and taken 
io the market, where they are put up 
at auction and inspected by prospect- 
ive purchasers like so many cattle. 
This year 1p5 boys and twenty girls 
were sold. Owing to the demand 
the market was strong; a sturdy lad 
of sixteen, able to swing the. scythe 
all day, brought as much as $70,.80me 
of the older girls netted their parents 
$60, while some of the tinier went for 
$15. 


The sale is tragedy with a high flav- 
or of the dramatic, for it fs well 
known by the parents that many of 
ihe children will no: come back in the 
winter, when they are supposed to 
ceturn home They will have suc- 
cumbed to overwork and underfeeding 
and abusive ‘treatment and home sick- 
ness. Every year many die off. The

ments be flooded they will still float. 
“n the matter of safety, these are the 
first vessels built to fulfiir these con: 
ditions. ' 

It was aiso stated that the new 
steamships would be equipped with all 
the other latest. devices making ‘for 
safety, such as wireless » apparatus. 
search lights, subnrerine signals; and 
from the very moment they aré@ as-! 
sembled, the members of the crews 
will be trained in the life saving, fire, 
and other drills, which are a. feature 
ef all this Company's steamships.
